BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 

,, Baillje McKechnie (Provost of Govan) made 
an appeal for Dublin to be represented by ex- 
hibite at the British Industries Fair, to be 
opened at Glasgow on February 26, under the 
auspices of the Uorporation of Glasgow and the 
Board of Trade. He and his colleagues, who

Food production had been 
referred to, and that was useful, as it was 
desired to have exhibits of textiles, foodstuffs, 
boots and shoes, and domestic chemicals. France 
in 1915 held a Fair at which there were 1,220 
exhibits, and last year one at which there were 
2,000. (Applauee.) If France, torn as she was 
by the invader, could do that, we who weré 
practically quiescent should be able to do a 
ood deal better, Glasgow wanted some ex- 
ubit, however small, from good old Dublin.

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Germany’s Food. 
The speech of Herr Batocki, the 


German Food “ Dictator,’ reported in the 
Vorwdits and quoted Amsterdam 
message elsewhere, is, perhaps, the most 
significant index to the economic situation 
in Germany which has yet appeared. 
Beiore we examine it in detail, we may 
usefully ask ourselves why the Berlin 
censorsbip should have permitted its pub. 
lication. It ‘is not an isolated incident. 
An earlier Amsterdam message quotes a 
reference by the Vossische Zeitung to the 
dearth of potatoes, and for some little 
time past the German Press has been full 
of comments on the food scarcity. Since 
we have grown wiser than we were earlier 
in the war about accepting news from 
German sources at its face value, we are 
naturally inclined to suspect, at first sight, 
that the German Government is using the 
censorship for political purposes. It is 
not clear, however, what purpose is to be 
served by a misrepresentation of the facts 
of the situation. Germany certainly 
cannot suppose that the Allies may be led 
to miscalculate the strength of her resist- 
ance if they are impressed with the idea 
that she cannot much longer contimue to 
endure the rigours of economic pressure. 
There is at this stage no illusion in any 
of the Allied countries on the subject of 
the effects of the blockade, It is every- 
where recognised that, while it is becoming 
an increasingly important contributory 
factor in the process of wearing down Ger- 
many s resistance, it is not, and cannot be, 
the decisive factor. ‘Is it not better,” 
asks a German paper, “to starve now for 
weeks and months than to starve and to 
sweat down to the third generation under 
Lloyd George s peace terms?” The ques- 
tion, we may believe, accurately reflects 
the mood of the German people; and the 
Allies are perfectly well aware that the 
full fruits of the blockade will be reaped 
only when decisive defeat in the field opens 
the eyes of the German people to the fact 
that all their sacrifices are made in vain. 
We may exclude, therefore, the hypothesis 
that the réports of food scarcity are cir- 
culated in Rice to mislead Allied opinion, 

Their circulation is more probably to be 
explained on two other grounds. In the first 
place, they are substantially true, and it 
is considered impolitic to suppress all 
mention of scarcity in the Press, In the 
next place, since the facts have to be ad- 
vertised, they are advertised generously in 
order to influence sympathetic neutral, and 
especially American, opinion. The facts 
as outlined by Herr Batocki accord in 
general with such other trustworthy infor, 
mation on the subject as is available, and 


in an 
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with the probabilities of the case. The 
issue between the demands on foodstuffs 
for human animal consumption has 
come to a hel, and there has been no 
choice but to sacrifice the latter to the 
former. The governing factor in the 
situation is the great shortage in the 
potato crop. Reckoning the potato and 
corn crops; together, Herr Batocki cal- 
culated that Germany would have at her 
disposal two million tons less than last 
year. The use of corn for animal feeding 
has been prohibited in order to safeguard 
the supply for the human population. 
Even turnips are now lost for animal 
lodder. The consequences to animal feed- 
ing, Herr Batocki pointed out, are ex- 
tremely serious, and will greatly diminish 
the yield of animal products. Such a 
prospect is not cheerful for the German 
people at a time when nothing is being 
felt more acutely than the lack of fats. 
Herr Batocki, however, held out small 
hope of relief. He described the import 
from neutral States as “a delicate factor 
to reckon with "—a felicitously worded 
tribute to the success of our diplomacy in 
stopping the ‘‘leakage’’ through neutral 
countries bordering Germany. The fiction 
that Germany secured economic advantages 
from the Rumanian campaign is still 
stoutly maintained, though their material 
results are as far from the tables of the 
German people as ever. The “very valu- 
able assets from Rumania,” Herr Batocki 
explained, could only gradually improve 
the conditions “owing to transport diffi- 
culties.”” He concluded by saying that, 
with the most careful distribution and the 
most economical use, the stocks of food- 
stuffs, though scarce, would suffice; and 
that is probably a very fair definition of 
the situation. 

There can be little doubt that the exten- 
sive advertisement of this situation in the 
German Press is being conducted with an 
eye to the United States. The Neue 
Freie Presse, an Austrian newspaper under 
German influence, has gone so far, indeed, 
as to make a direct appeal to President 
Wilson on behalf of the suffering ‘popula- 
tions of the Central Empires. Austria- 
Hungary, of course, is suffering even more 
severely than Germany. That has not 
prevented Germany, if the reports of the 
recent Austro-German conference on food 
supplies at Berlin are to be believed, from 
demanding a further share of the Dua! 
Monarchy's scanty stocks—a proceeding 
scarcely calculated to improve Austro- 
German relations. It is believed in the 
United States that the Central Empires 
will soon bring forward another peace 
offer. In this case the advertisement cf 
the food shortage is easily intelligible. The 
same expedient was adopted a year ago, 
when no serious shortage existed. It can 
‘be revived at once more accurately and 
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more usefully now, when the shortage is 
real and President, Wilson has definitely 
committed himself to support of the peace 
movement, American observers, in any 
case, appear to be greatly impressed by 
the weakness of Germany s economic situa- 
tion. Washington correspondents inform 
us that the tendency is more apparent 
than ever to draw a parallel between this 
war and the American Civil War, when it 
was less the superior re.ources or military 
skill of the North that secured the defeat 
of the South than the pressure of the 
blockade. We believe that the parallel

goes much too far, and that, as we have 

.| said, military defeat, and not economic 
| attrition, will decide the issue, 


One con- 
clusion which is reached in the United 
States, however, is probably well founded. 
It is that the war will not end without a 
naval engagement in which the German 
High Sea Fleet will definitely challenge 
the Grand Fleet. The blockade will not 
break down the German resistance; but 
the pressure of public opinion angered by 


| its effects may easily, in the end, drive 


the German Fleet to sea. The military 
situation points in the same direction as 
the economic. A competent French mili- 
tary writer, by a process of elimination, 
has reached the conclusion that a supreme 
German effort on the western front will 
synchrotiise with a final challenge at sea. 
If the pressure of the blockade contributes 
to that sesult, we may be as well satisfied 
with its future as with its present effects 
in Germany. ! 


Industrial Dublin. 


The annual report of the Council of 


| the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, which 


was adopted by the Chamber yesterday, 


| contained a reference to the proposal made 


last year for the establishment in connec- 
tion with the Chamber of a department for 
the furtherance of foreign trade. The 
Council. found that a considerable amount 
of money would be needed to finance such 
an department; and, as the funds of the 
Chamber of Commerce could not be used 
for the purpose, action had to be deferred. 
If such a départment were in existence 
now. we are sure that it would have taken 
practical measures to ensure a good re- 
sponse, on the part of Irish manufac- 
turers, to the invitation which was con- 
veyed through the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday by a deputation from Glasgow 
Corporation. On the last Monday in 
February two British Industries Fairs will 
be opened under the auspices of the Board 
of Trade—one in London, and the other in 
Glasgow. The latter is being organised 
by the Corporation of Glasgow, and the 
deputation which is now in Dublin invites 
Irish manufacturers to take part in it. 
The two Fairs will represent different sets 
of trades. The trades which will 
exhibit in London are toys and games, 
earthenware and china, glass, fancy goods, 
and stationery and printing. The Glas- 
gow Fair ineludes textiles, ready-made 
clothing, boots and shoes, foodstuffs (pre- 
pared and preserved), and domestic 
chemicals. It is estimated that many of 
the exhibitors at last year's Fair in Lon- 
don spent no more than seven pounds in 
rent of space and erection of stand, and 
yet booked orders for several thousands 
of pounds. Many exhibitors took orders at 
the rate of £1,000 a day, and one exhi- 
bitor stated that he opened more than four 
hundred. new accounts, of which at least 
seventy were with foreign firms. Another 
firm stated that it had dene as much busi- 
ness in a fortnight at the Fair as it would 
have been able to do, in the ordinary way 
of commerce, in two years with four 
travellers. The Fair catalogue is another 
source of business, After the Fair copies 
are circulated by the Board of Trade to all 
parts of the world, and, as a result, many 
exhibitors have received several hundred 
communications from foreign firms, and 
have opened up new trade connections. 
One reason why such good results have 
been achieved by the Fairs is the care 
taken by the Board of ‘Trade to admit only 
trade buyers. The Board of Trade—which 
is; in almost everything short of the name, 
the Ministry of Commerce desired by the 
Chambers—sends out invitations to the 
Fairs to thousands of buyers, home and 
foreign. Its list of buyers contains 77,000 
names. We think that Irish firms which 
are in a position to extend their business

_nence to this particular matter over the 
‘more general topics which were before the 


Chamber of Commerce yesterday because, 
after all, the fine hopes which were ex- 
pressed for the industrial future of Dublin 
must depend chiefly on the development 
of the industries themselves through the 
enterprise of Dublin business men. It is 
true that this development demands the 
co-operation of a well-disposed and efficient 
labour element and the accompaniment. of 
a progressive civic policy. On that 
account the citizens of Dublin will wel- 
come the hopeful tone of Mr. Booth's 
address as Presglent of the Chamber. and 
the account that was given of the new 
housing movement. ‘The first essential, 
hewever, is to grasp industrial opportuni- 
ties, and so, at the moment, we link Mr. 
Booth's appeal to members of the Chamber 
to encourage the establishment of perma- 
nent industries and the improvement of 
those which exist already with the invita- 
tion to a Dublin share in the British 
Industries Fairs. : 


The War Loan. 


There was ample warrant for Mr. 
Charles Eason’s appeal to. the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce on behalf of the 
War Loan. The financial advantages of 
the. Loan and the duty to support it are 
less fully appreciated in Ireland than in 
any other part of the United Kingdom. 
No doubt, the Irish banks, railway com- 
panies, and other public institutions are 
doing their share. The professional class, 
too, is putting saved and borrowed money 
inte the Loan. Some patriotic firms, like 
Mr. Eason’s, are inducing and helping 
their servafits to make smail investments 
in it. This good example, however, might 
be far more widely followed, and there 
is one great class in the country which 
virtually, so far as we can gather, is boy- 
cotting the Loan altogether. As we have 
remarked more than once of late, the out- 
standing feature of the recent reports of 
all the Irish banks is the large increase 
in deposits. At this moment five of the 
banks hold a total sum of fifty millions of 
Irish money, and a very large part of it 
:epresents the war profits of Irish farmers 
during the last two years. There are two 
powerful reasons why these men should 
put some of their hoarded millions into 
the War Loan. In the first place, they 
are under peculiar and numerous obliga: 
tions to the State which now asks them 
for the money. In the next place, the 
Loan offers them .an uncommonly safe, 
easy, and profitable investment. Its facili- 
ties are clearly explained to-day by our 
correspondent ““W. P.”; but we desire 
to call special atiention to Mr. J. C. 
Percy's letter on the same subject. What 
1s the Irish Government doing to get some 
percentage of these many millions out of 
the pockets of the Irish farmer? As Mr. 
Percy points out, it can do two things. 
It can warn him, as Mr. Bonar Law and, 
in even plainer terms, Mr. Hayes Fisher 
have warned the country already,-that the 
failure of this Loan may be followed by a 
forced contribution, It. can advertise the 
advantages of the Loan by the organisation 
of meetings fhroughout, the country. 
Strong local committees, helped by per- 


sonal Canvass, ought to get to work on this }

duty without further delay. 
that the farmers’ present, apathy is due at 
least as much to ignorance as. to deli- 
berate want of patriotism. Only seven- 
teen days remain in which application can 
be made for the Loan. If no genuine and 
well-planned effort to tap the farmers’ 
millions: is made during that time, the 
fault. of the comparative failure of the 
Loan jn Ireland wall lie very largely with 
the Jrish Government. Surely the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Local Govern- 
ment Board, with their far-flung local con- 
nections, could be utilised for this high 
national purpose?

The London Gazette announces that the King

He kept the engines 
working astern, and thus made it possible for a 
lifeboat to be lowered on the port side, by 
which means a\number of lives were saved.

The King’s call to men over military 
age to join the Volunteers will, in all pro- 
bability, result in a considerable addition 
to their strength. It must be remembered 
that already the great majority of men 
who have the requisite health and leisure 
have enrolled, but there must still be some 
thousands who have hung back through 
diffiidence or apathy. The force has passed 
out of its salad days, and become most 
able and efficient. The appointment. of 
the Duke of Connaught to be its Colonel- 
in-Chief is a compliment that the men 
will appreciate, and the confidence of the 
King that all men prevented from under- 
taking active service abroad will join the 
Volunteers is likely to secure a substantial 
influx of new recruits to the new civilian, 
army, 

The use to which the Royal Gallery of 
the House of Lords is to be put on the 
opening of Parliament has now come to 
light, and will be appreciated by every- 
body. This Gallery is not in the House of 
Lords, as so many people suppose, but it is 
a very long hall leading to the House. 
Generally occupied by many well-known 
people honoured with an invitation from 
the Lord Great Chamberlain, it will be 
filled this time exclusively by wounded 
overseas soldiers. This happy thought has 
been inspired by the King and Queen, and 
it is one that will appeal warmly to over- 
seas sentiment. 

When it was announced that the cere- 
mony of saluting the Allied flags in 
Athens had been postponed, a good many 
of us were afraid that King Constantine 
had managed somehow or another to 
wriggle out of this part of the promised 
reparation, which, as a soldier imordi- 
nately proud of his military reputation, he 
probably hated most of all. Happily the 
Powers showed no weakness on this occa- 
sion. ‘The salute was duly given yester- 
day, and the populace of Athens, though 
not admitted to witness the actual cere- 
mony, is now aware, as, perhaps, nothing 
else would have made them, that the 
Entente Powers are on top and mean to 
stay there. 

No feature of the German communiqués 
is more constant and more remarkable 
tham the regularity with which they record 
imaginary attacks—always, of course, de- 
feited. To-day, for example, they report 
that ‘attacks directed by the French in 
the evening against Hill 504 were without 
success,” Turning to the French official, 
we find no mention of these alleged at- 
tacks, but, on the contrary, a statement 
thati a grenade attack directed by the Ger- 
mans “against one of our trenches in the 
region of Hill 304 was smashed up under 
our fire.” One wonders whether the Berlin 
communiqués ever come to the knowledge 
of the men in the trenches, and, if so, 
what they, knowing the facts by painful 
expenience, think of them. 

The neutrals are now coming forward 
with kind works and messages to help us 
on tha weary road to victory. A deputa- 
tion has just left Spain bearing a message, 
signed by eighty thousand Spaniards, con- 
gratudlating the Allies on their stand 
against Prussian militarism. The deputa- 
tion is to go to President Poincaré. At the 
Aldwywh Club to-day Mr. Axel Gerfalk de- 
clared that the Danes were with us in 
spirit, although circumstances forbade 
that they should be with us with the 
sword. These are straws showing the way 
of the wind, 

There is likely to be a good deal of dis 
cussiom as soon as Parliament meets, of 
the cornpulsory tillage proposals put for- 
ward by the Department of Agriculture in 
lreland. An Irish Peer who has a large 
and highly productive grass-farm in the 
West tald me to-day that, unless the regu- 
lations ure modified and greater allowances 
made for local circumstances, the result 
in his own case and that of other farmers 
similarly situated will be to defeat the 
ostensilale object of the Government— 
namely, an increase in™food production. 
To break up permanent pasture reclaimed 
from the surrounding waste of bog by deep 
draining, and heavy manuring will mean 
that, while a problematical crop of cereals 
may be reaped, there will be a more than 
correspopding reduction im the yield of 
meat. 

If the. Government desires to increase 
the prodhction of food there is, he thinks, 
a much simpler and fairer way by which 
their object would be achieved. Let them 
undertake to purchase at a reasonable 
price all the sound crops—potatoes, 
wheat, barley, oats, and so forth—that the 
Irish farrner can raise, and let them offer 
an additional bonus for all such produce 
raised from land not hitherto cultivated. 
By this method every encouragement 
would be vffered to owners and occupiers 
of suitable land to till as much of it as 
possible, while there would be no necessity 
to break wp, at vast expense both of 
capital and Schou, land which is already 
being put to its most productive use. 

By the death of Lieutenant the Hon. 
Alan Boyle de Blaquiere, the number of 
Peers’ heirst who have lost their lives dur 
ing the wart is raised to sixty-two, The 
number of peerages left without a direct 
heir as a diect result of the war is nine. 
It is said that the King is anxious to pre- 
vent the honours in these cases from 
lapsing, and some steps may be taken. 
New creations with a special remainder 
will be necessary in all cases. There 
would have heen no Lord Kitchener, Coun- 
tess Robertsy or Viscountess Wolseley to- 
day unless the patents had been specially 
drawn up with a‘view to their succession. 

The last time I saw Lord Cromer in the 
House of Lords I noticed that he was 
physically feeble, and I was rather sur- 
prised to learn soon afterwards that he had 
accepted the onerous post of Chairman of 
the Dardanelles Commission. It was a 
notable example of the triumph of mind 
over matter, for mentally he rematned as 
keen and aleyt as he was during his long 
and arduous proconsulship in Egypt. 
Since his retirement ten years ago he has 
done an amount of literary work which, 
in mere bulk, to say nothing of its other 
merits, would have been creditable in 
man of half his years. | 

It is difficult to realise that we have been 
making poplin for the German airships, 
but it is said to-day that large quantities 
of Lancashire poplin have gone to Germany 
in spite of the blockade, and have been 
used for the construction of aircraft. 
Orders were caming from Switzerland for 
the manufacturers, and it took a long time 
before it was discovered that the material 
was going on to Germany. 

The Kast London explosion has led te a 
reconsideration by the authorities ef the 
measures necespary to check the introduc- 
tion of matches and smoking materials 
into dangerous munition factories. It is 
considered «that the law needs no further 
strengthening, but thap there must be a 
general and uniform enforcement of the 
existing law. In some courts the carrying 
of matches has been regarded as a light 
offence, but this will not be the case in 
future. If present pains and penalties 
are not deterrent, there will be a case for 
stronger treatment, and this will be forth- 
coming without hesitation. 

There is plenty of scope for the Com- 
mittee which has been appointed “fo con- 
sider the accommodation in the Govern. 
ment offices. The Pell Mall Gazette 
mentions a number of cases where space 
has been scandalously wasted, A single 
official <a the dining-room of a hotel 
large enough to accommodate a hundred 
guests. One of the largest lounges in the 
old National Liberal Club provides room 
for only half-a-dozen clerks, while fifty of 
the bedrooms in another hotel have but one 
official apiece. It is a case not only of 
one man one job, but one man one room, 
Some of the business men. on the Com- 
mittee who know how close the ordinary 
commercial firm éan pack its clerks with- 
out any loss of efficiency should be able 
to insist upon a revision of the present ex.

IRISH MAYOR'S STORY. 


The White Star liner Laurentic, taken over 
by the Admiralty as an auxiliary ship, left on 
Thursday, The weather was fine, but intensely 
cold. ithin an hour and a half, or there- 
abouts, the liner struck a mine, and sank in 
three-quarters of an hour. Of the crew of about 
475, something like 125 have been saved. Many 
of those lost were killed by the explosion. Per- 
fect order prevailed throughout, the crew re- 
sponding to the officers’ orders with precision 
and loyalty. At first, it is cadurinanie an at- 
tempt was made to beach the ship. Meanwhile 
boats were got in readiness and, the Marconi 
installation having been destroyed by the effect 
of the explosion, rockets for help were sent up. 
These were seen by the lighthouse men. In a 
few minutes a number of mine-sweepers were 
speeding to the scene. At the last minute be- 
fore the Laurentic went down in twenty-three 
fathoms, lifeboats were manned, there being 
accommodation for all who survived the ex- 
plosion. It was now pitch dark. The lifeboats 
were provided with flares, and so long as these 
lasted it was possible to locate the small boats 
on the waste of water; but the resching fleet 
of mine-sweepers had almost twenty miles: to 
cover before reaching the nearest ats. By 
the time they arrived .on the scene some of the 
lifeboats had exhausted their supply of flares. 
The men were taken on board the trawlers as 
soon as discovered, and systematic searching of 
the vicinity resulted in one boat after another 
being found. The men in one boat were seven 
hours in perishing cold before being rescued. 
These generally are understood to be the events 
following the disester, but it has to be borne 
in mind that the survivors among the men can- 
not be spoken to, and that the captam and 
seven other officers amongst the saved naturally 
have made no statements for publication, 

The first intimation of the disaster was a 
telephone message received by the Mayor on 
Friday morning from the captain informing 
him that ninety survivors were in a Camp, 
and appealing for warm clothing. Instantly a 
large comforts scheme, which worked with ad- 
mirable speed and smoothness, was organised. 
Summoning the Corporation officials by tele- 
phone the Mayor requisitioned clothing, and 
the party -made a-round of clothing establish- 
ments and secondhand clothes shops. The 
Mayor, himself in the hosiery business, made up 
a large consignment, and a hosiery firm gave @ 
hun?red pairs of socks. Soon quantities of 
cosa.» trousers, overcoats, cic., were collected. 
A hundred hot water bottles were sent to a 
couple of bakeries, where water was being 
boiled for them, and numbers of citizens sup- 
plied Thermos flasks filled with coffee, In & 
short time a procession of motors was speeding 
to the camp. Perhaps, I can best convey n 
impression of the scene by quoting the words of 
the Mayor, who gave me a description of his 
experiences. “‘I found myself,” he said, “ m 
the presence of what I can only call the uncon- 
querable spirit of the British Navy. There, be- 
fore me was a crowd of men who had come 
through a terrible ordeal, in which, unhappily, 
the bulk of their shipmates had gone down. 
Were they downhearted? Not a man of them. 
Their feelings were fittingly illustrated by a lad 


of 17, who, on going into the camp recreation. 


room, walked right to the piano and played: 
‘Pack up your troubles in your old kit bag and 
smile, smile, smile.’ A group gathered round 
and jomed in the chorus. Another instance of 
Jack's imperturbability. One man, in shirt and 
trousers, the moment he entered the room chal- 
lenged a comrade to a game of billiards. The 
arrival of the laden motors was loudly cheered, 
There was a great sorting out of clothes, sand 
when all was over a boatewain called for cheers 
for the motorists and the people. A British 
hurrah went up. I asked permission to lime the 
men up, and we sang the National Anthem to- 
gether. I shall never forget the scene. I felt 
that these men typified the indomitable deter- 
mination of our Navy. I thanked the men on 
behalf of my helpers for their cheers, and told 
them the only regret of the citizens was that 
they were not called for to provide clothes for 
the entire ship's company, 
niehtion ona incident.

doned to their fate. The plight of the men in 
the boats was no enviable one. 

The boats were provisioned and watered, se 
that the men were spared the pangs of hunger, 
but the half gale that was blowing washed 
seas constantly into the hoats, and most af 
the men were only half clad. Many had no 
clothing beyond a shirt and trousers. Whether 
the Laurentic was able to send out wireless 
messages for help has not been ascertained, 
but several fishing boais, attraeted by the 
terrific noise of the explosion, hastened to the 
scene, but by the time they arrived the vessel 
had completely disappeared. It is stated that 
she sank in the course of about five minutes. 
The crew were, however, able to launch some 
boats, but there was not sufficient time to save 
all those who had escaped being killed by the 
explosion, and the vessel went down carrying 
with her over 200 men. 

Many frozen bodies were washed ashore to- 
day. The authorities have prohibited all com- 
mutication with the survivors. i 

Telegraphing later, an Ulster correspondent 
states :Already close on 100 dead bodies have been 
washed ashore, and from their frozen condition 
there is practically no = of any of the crew 
who might have been able to get clear of the 
sinking ship on refte or by clinging to wreckage 
having survived the very inclement weather.

SPECIAL TREATMENT FOR 
IRELAND. 


The Speaker’s report to the Prime Minister 
on the deliberations of the Conference on Elec- 
toral Reform, over which he presided, was 
issued last night. The results are summed up 
in a series of resolutions, the main points of 
of which are as follow :— 


REGISTRATION OF ELECTORS, 

The qualifying period for registration as 
Parliamentary elector to be reduced to six 
months. 

A revision of the register is to take place 
every six months. 

The qualifying period to be six months prior 
to 15th January and 15th July each year. 

The time between the preparation and the 
coming into force of the register is to be 
shortened. 

In England and Wales a registration officer 
is to be. appointed in every county and borough— 
for a county, the clerk of the County Council, 
and for a borough the Town Clerk. An appeal 
lies from the decision’ of the registration ofticer 
to the County Court. The cost of registration is 
to be a charge upon the local rates, subject to a 
State contribution of one-half. 

The second, third, and fourth paragraphs 
under Registration do not apply to Ireland, 
which, owing to different conditions, may re- 
quire special treatment. 

REFORM OF FRANCHISE. ; 

Every person of full age not subject to any 
legal incapacity, who for the qualifying period 
has resided on any premises, or has occupied, 
for the purposes of his business, profession, or 
trade, any premises of the yearly value of not 
less than £10, shall be entitled to be regarded 
as Parliamentary elector. No change is to be 
made in the law relating to joint occupation 
of business premises. A franchise based upon 
the foregoing qualifications is to be substituted 
for all existing franchises. The representation 
of Universities is to be maintained. Qualifi- 
cation is not to be lost by reason of 
removal to different premises within the same 
constituency; or from one constituency to 
another in the same borough or county; or to 
different premises in a contiguous county 
borough. A person is not to vote at a general 
election in more than one constituency, pro- 
vided that a person shall be entitled to one 
additional vote in another constituency im re- 
spect of the occupation of his business premises, 
o- in respect of any qualification he may have 
as a University voter. The law relating to 
franchise and registration is to be codified. 


REDISTRIBUTION OF SEATS. 

Accepting, as governing any scheme of redis- 
tribution, the principle that each vote recorded 
shall, as far as possible, command an equal 
share of réprésentation in the House of Com- 
mons, it is desirable that there should be a 
redistribution of seats in acpordance with the 
following general rules:—-The number of mem- 
bers: of the House of Commons to remain sub- 
stantially as at present. Taking 70,000 as the 
standard unit of population for each member, a 
county or borough, other than the City of Lon- 
don, with a population under 50,000 is to céase 
to have separate representation, A county or 
borough with a population of 50,000, but less 
than 70,000, is to @ntinue to have separate re- 
presentation. A municipal borough or urban 
district, with a population of not less than 70,000 
is to become a separate Parliamentary borough. 
A county ór borough now wreig As. two mem- 
bers is not to lose a member if the defect in 
the population is 20,000 or less. A member is

INTERESTING SPEECHES. 


At 11 o’clock yesterday morning the ceremony | 
{of nominating the candidates who are contest- 


ing the representation of Dublin University im 
the Imperial Parliament took place. The 
vacancy’ in the representation arose 
from the appointment of Sir James 
H. Campbell, the junior member for the 
University, to the office of Lord Chief Justice of 
Ireland. The two candidates nominated are— 
Mr. Arthur Warren Samuels, K.C., and Sir 
Robert Woods, Fellow of the Royal College of 
Surgeons in Ireland, ‘There was a large et- 
tendance of electors and undergraduates in the 
Examination Hall, Trinity College, where the 
ceremony was held, 

The Provost, as Returning Officer, presided. 

Captain R. P. Mahaffy, Barrister-at-Lew, who 
was severely wounded in the Somme fighting, 
acted as Assessor, and Mr. L. Darley, solicitor 
to the University, was also present, ! 

The King’s writ authorising the election was 
read, and the Provost asked if any elector had 
any candidate to propose. 


THE PRIMATE. 


The Primate, proposing the election of Mr. 
Samuels, said that the first words he would like 
to say were wotds of grateful recognition of the 
services of their outgoing member, Sir James 
Campbell. (Applause.) He supposed that the 
electors of no constituency in. the Kingdom 
were ever better or more faithfully served than 
those of Trinity College, Dublin, had been 
served by Sir James Campbell—(hear, hear)— 
and they all of them rejoiced at the well- 
merited hotfour that had come to. him, an 
honour so richly deserved and so long expected 
by them all. (Hear, hear.) He thought that 
a more pathetic farewell address had never 
been addressed to any constituency than that 
which Sir James Campbell addressed to them. 
Eyelids had known the touch of tears for the 
almost broken-hearted father who was proud 
of the honour and distinction that his son had 
attained.

WOMEN SUFFRAGE, 


The Conference decided by a majority that 
some measure of women suffrage should be con- 
ferred. A majority of the Conference was also 
of opinion that if Parliament should decide to 
accept the principle the most practical form 
would be that any woman on the Local Go- 
vernment Register who has attained a specified 
age, and the wife of any man who is on the 
register, if she has attained that age, shall be 
entitled to be registered and to vote as a Par- 
liamentary elector.

AMERICA AND GERMAN

FOOD CARRYING SHIPS. 


The Lobby Correspondent of the Daily News 
writes—The Cabinet, it is understood, have had 
under serious cages during the last few 
days the policy to pursued with regard to 
Naval versus Merchant Service shipbuilding, and 
we may be on the eve of important decisions. 
Since the beginning of the war four-fifths, at 
least, of the work done im our shipyards has 
been on the cénstruction of warships, sub- 
marines, and destroyers, and in repairs to war 
vessels. The Admiralty and the Navy have con- 
stantly required a mayan, and still a larger 
margin of ships and t al craft, in view of any 
contingencies that máy arise im our warfare at 
sea. Sucli.a policy. was, doubtless, a wise. one, 
especially when the enemy submarine peril was 
being ert dealt with, as ib was up to be 
earlier part of last. year. But with the building 
by the Germans their larger type of sub- 
marines, armed with powerful cutting knives 
that can shear through obstacles, and. stay 
under water longer, an entirely new problem 
arose. It has now become a matter of high 
State policy for the Government, whether a 
limit shall be set. to naval shipbuilding in order 
that the shipyards may be turned:on to the 
building of cargo carriers. country awaits 
with some anxiety Mr. Lloyd George's speech 
at Carharvon on Saturday, in which it is hoped 
he will deal ES” with the facts of the situa- 
tion, and indicate that the Cabinet have takon 
the necessary decisions.

ples, controlling the commerce, supplying the 
finance, and providing for the present and for 
the future, weigh heavily on the minds of men— 
io call at such a time (I say) upon this ereat 
electorate to cast their votes upon the pitiful 
programme of Doctor egainst Barfister is a 
vathos. 1 am convineed that the result of this 
contest will show that the constituency is un- 
der no such misconception, and that it will 
take a loftier view of all that is involved. 
(Cheers.) I ask your confidence as one who is, 
and alwaye has been, a Unionist. It is true 
that we are now governed by a Coalition. The 
patriotism of all parties desires combined 
strength to carry through this war to victory; 
but that Coalition is formed of statesmen be- 
longing to the recognised and ancient party 
divisions—that Coalition is at this moment 
threatened bv the formation of a Radical Op- 
position. This constituency, which ia over: 
whelmingly a Unionist constituency, is en- 
tilled to know whether the man who seeks its 
suffrages ia a Unionist, a Radical, or a Home 
Ruler, In practical affairs of Biate an attitude 
of abnegation is impossible.

During his Parliamentary career what 
attitude will your representative take on great 
questions which may arise at any moment, and 
which indubitably will arise sooner or later in 
which party allegiance will be demanded?

The con- 
stituency has a right to know. (Cheers.) 

: A NEW VISION. 

This war has swept away many things. . It 
has swept away economic doctrines and com- 
mereial shibboleths that have blasted Ireland 
in the past, and which yet remain of the very 
marrow of all the Home Rule Bills. They have 
become anachronisms. Thousands and thousands, 
too, of young Irishmen have from north and 
south fought beside one another and looked 
together with clear eyes into new things in life 
and death, Would that all young Irishmen 
shared their heroism and became united as 
these noble lads are in common sacrifice and 
victory! These are the men that, being true 
men, will yet shape the destinies of the Ireland 
that is to be. When they return will they 
be content to view their country’s future 
through the murky atmosphere of the past; will 
not they have loftier visions for the time to 
comer Nor ean the interests of this con 
stituency be considered merely from the Irish 
side. A vast portion of our graduates are in 
England, and deeply interested in questions of 
polities which affect their most important 1- 
terests. Take the great body of the electorate 
which consists of the clergy of the Church cf 
England. Are they not entitled to know whether 
their representative is a Conservative or a 
Radical in his political allegiance? The Church 
in Wales is being subjected to the most crucl 
injustice, The Church of England is liable to 

attacked at any moment. Educational pro- 
posals involving momentous consequences are 
certain to be brought forward. From. which 
standpoint is the representative of these gradu- 
ates of Trinity College to approach these sub- 
jecte--as a Radical or as a Unionist? The con- 
stituency has a right to know. (Hear, hear.) 
It is with reluctance that I have touched et 
all upon these vexed questions of polity, but 
they thrust themselves inevitably upon us once a 
contest arises, anxious though we may be to 
avoid them in these times of anxiety, trouble, 
and overwhelining sorrow. 


PLEASANT ASPECT OF THE STRUGGLE. 
Let me for a moment turn &o 

pleasanter aspect this struggle, 

acknowledge the courtesy and fairness 
of my distinguished opponent and of all 
my friends that are supperting him. Let me 
thank, too, sincerely my proposer, who has so 
honoured me—the Lord Primate of All Ireland, 
of whom ali Ireland is proud—a great graduate 
of this great University. Let me thank, too, 
that most brilliant of irish scholars, my class- 
fellow and constant friend, Louis Purser. 
No candidate has ever had a more 
brilliant introduction from Church and 
University than I have had from them. 
Let me thank, too, my friend, Professor 
John Isaac Beare, and Professor Thrift and 
Professor Lawlor, ever indefatigable, alopg with 
my other secretaries, in their assisiance to my 
cause. Í thank, too, the large number of Fel- 
lows of ‘Trinity and Professors who have 
honoured me, and the. many members of my 
Committee who have worked so devotediy and 
go generously in my aid. I cannot sufficiently 
thank them. And ae for my true friend and 
agent, James Bernard, the urbane, the assidu- 
ous, the unsparing in work and unequalled in 
judgment, I can only leave unsaid, what cannot 
é expressed in words of acknowledgment. lt 
is a strange thing to speak at a nomination, as 
all of us have spoken here to-day, to listeners. 
li is not without emotion that we hear and 
uiter, The hush of this hall falls héavy—it 
almost afreets our heart beats and stays our 
lips. Where is that merry, boisterous student 
throng that filled this theatre at former meet- 
ings? Gone—gone to take their stand in the 
battle line for freedom and the right. Gone so 
many of them beyond reeall. No nobler sacrifice 
was ever made, no purer offering ever given, 
They have poured out the life-bleod of Trinity. 
They were of her very soul. We are proud of 
the great men that Trinity in its centuries has 
given to the world. (Cheoers.) Their memories 
haunt this ancient place, but there throng 
beside: them now illustrious ranks of the young 
heroic dead, whose spirit will inspire generations 
and generations of noble youth to emulate their 
virtue and their valour, their patriotism and 
their sacrifice, and from our heart of hearts 
every one of us here wishes safety and honour 
to these gallant sons of Trinity who still survive 
wounded or battling on in service. May they 
come through to share in the ultimate victory 
which they and those that have fallen have 
done go much to make inevitable. May they 
return to guide the destinies of thig their home- 
land to higher things and lasting 
(Cheers.) 

SIR ROBERT WOODS'S VIEWS. 

Sir Robert MH. Woods, who was warmly received, 
said:—Mr. Provost and Electors of the Uni- 
versity of Dublin—I ask for the high honour of 
being returned aa your representative in the 
Imperial Parliament. I am well aware that 
there is no personal ground on which 1 could 
lay claim to so signal a mark of your favour. 
i appear on behalf of a large and increasing 
body of electors who are of opinion that it is 
not in the best interests of Trinity College and 
the University of Dublin that their Parlamen- 
tary members should invariably belong to any 
single profession. In this I have been repre- 
sented, or rather misrepresented, as making an 
attack on the profession of the law. Nothing 
was further from my intention. I have eaid 
nothing that would not equally apply to the 
profession of medicine or engineering if they 
should have claimed a similar monopoly. I 
consider that Parliament should be a micro- 
cosm of all the important interesis in the coun- 
try, and that the proportion of the representa- 
tion of those interests should bear some relation 
to their etrength in the country, and to the 
value of the services they are capable of ren- 
dering to the community. My appearance here 
is largely owing to the fact that I am a medi. 
eal practitioner. On that ground there are 
two. important reasons why 1 should ack 
for your votes. I shall take the 
less important first. It is a maiter 
of notoriety that for years past the tendency of 
social legislation has been to encroach more and 
more on the rights and privileges of the medical 
profession. If it stopped there, the worst effect 
would be an injustice done to an ancient and 
honourable calling that found itself exploited 
by an unsympathetic public, because its voice 
was too feeble to make itself heard, and ite 
traditions too dignified to permit of its having 
recourse to any unconstitutional method of ad- 
vertising and redressing its grievances, But 
the effect of that encroachment does not end 
therefor any measure that tends to lower the 
status and self-respect of a profession cannot 
have any other effect than to etrike at ite stan- 
dard of efficiency, and degrade the type of man 
who joins ite ranks. In this way the public is

NECESSITY FOR DOCTORS IN 
PARLIAMENT. 

The second and more important reason ia ihe 
www peceasiíy of having medical men in 
arliament. At this moment it is essential that 
their number should be reinforced, for, after the 
war, the paramount questions wil] be social and 
industrial ones, especially housing and public 
health. One of these problems which has as- 
sumed enormous im nee since thewar,and one 
which will appear in a still more acute form on 
the return of our men from the front, is the 
mpeg and treatment of contagious diseases. 
© attack this problem we must make a depar- 
ture from hand to mouth legislation. 1 cannot, 
from this platform, deal with this subject im 
anything like the fulness and detail of which 
it is deserving, but in my opinion it is, next 
to the prosecution of the war, the most im- 
be question that can be raised. On its 
andling will depend in Me! i large measure 
whether the mation physically is to be sound or 
rotten. In addition to a legacy of freedom for 
which we are fighting, this war will leave a 
huge financial burden on coming generations, 
It ought to be our business on tho mere ground 
of etonomy seo that they have 
the moral physical health and 
strength able to bear it. 
Anyone who thinks that this is an academic 
q , a that is not a vital one for na 
in Ireland, lives in a fool'a paradise. (Applause.)

: rh it is represented by no specific 
school in this University, is closely related to 
them all. If I am elected, I shall make it one 
of my chief objects to consider the needs and 
Fa the claims of the teaching profession in 
reland. The status of that profession concerns 
this University most intimately in two ways. 
On the efficiency of our school teachers depends 
the quality of the material which comes to re- 
ceive its final mould in Trinity College. On 
the other hand, many of our gra- 
duates adopt the profession of teaching, and I 
cannot allow that a University’s duty to any 
of its graduates ends when it sends him oui 
into the world with his degree. The present 
position of the secondary teachers in Ireland is a 
hational disgrace of which we all ought to be 
heartily ashamed. (Hear, hear.) Parents, in their 
Own interests, and those of their children, ought 
to agitate strongly for its reform. We find 
that highly educated men and women—some 
of them distinguished graduates of this Uni- 
versity—are teaching to-day in Irish schools 
for salaries which are nearly always inadequate, 
and sometimes disgracefully so; with no pen- 
sion rights, and with no appreciable security 
of tenure. Under such circumstances you ean: 
not have the best service, and the. rising genera- 
tion suffers. Parliament has tried to do eóme- 
thing for these teachers, and has, in fact, done 
a little, but its efforta have been clogged- at 
every step by the mire of bad tradition, public 
inertia, and lack of political influence on the 
part of the teachers. The most expensive 
economy that a nation can effect is in the edu- 
cation of its youth. If I em elected, I shall 
fight the cause of secondary teachers, and 
strive for a radical reform of their conditions 
of life and work. I am convineed that 1 could do 
no greater service to Irish education, and, 
therefore, to this University, its most ancient 
and famous temple. (Applasse 
POLITICS. 

On the question of politica it was 
my desire to appear on this plaiform 
strictly regardless of party. I should have 
been glad to be allowed to confine my activities 
to questions directly and indirectly concerning 
Trinity College, affording whatever help to the 
State that my training and special knowledge 
permitted, I have for years been of the opinion 
that one of the failings of my countrymen was 
that they partook of itics rather too in- 
temperately, and hence I have made it a rule 
to take my politica, like other stimulants, in 
strict mioderation. (Applause.) But | have 
been dragged into the matter against my will. 
I remember just enough of the good things 1 
learnt within these walls to be able to say that 
the observation is at least as old as Aristotle— 
that it is always the fate of the moderate man 
that he is regarded by og extreme as belong- 
ing to the other. It has always been so, and, 
I suppose, always will be. I have no doubt 
Atha if a Lilliputian had never eaten his eggs in 
any other way than poached he would have 
been regarded a the Little Endians as deserving 
of exile, and by the Big Endians as being a 
Little Endian in his heart. On the immediate 
political outlook I am entirely at one with Mr. 
Samuels when he says, through his secretary, 
that he would approach the question of a settle- 
ment of Irish affairs as a broad-minded 
politician, and treat it on a broad and liberal 
basis, For my part, I am delighted to find that 
the matter has been elevated out of that some- 
what nebulous condition by the distinguished 
trishman whose shoes both Mr. Samuels and | 
aspire to fill. I re-echo from my heart Sir 
James Campbell's hope, expressed on Saturday 
last, that in the great Imperial reconstruction 
which must follow this wa¥, a place will be 
found for Ireland worthy of her history and 
of the sacrifices she has made, and 
same time consistent with the obligations of 
loyaity and patriotism. These are my views, 
and I think they are the views of most sane 
Irishmen. (Hear, hear.) As to my own political 
past, | have never atiended a political meeting 
since 1886, when, in the Leinster Hall, I listened 
to Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen ty, 
against Mr. Gladstone's first Home Rule Bill. 
I have all my life refused to belong to any 
political party. When it came to voting, I have 
always given my vote to the man who appeared 
from his ability, his business capacity, and his 
public morality, to be best fitted for serving his 
country. Before an election I have never 
promised my vote to any candidate, and, having 
voted, I neither told, nor had it conveyed to, 
the candidate in question that I had supported 
him, and 1 have never permitted myself to be 
driven to the polling booth by anyone but my 
éwn coachman. (Applause.)

and by such a splendid investment, we are not 
going to be defeated for want of money as long 
as there is any in the country. The National 
Government—and the people will be with them 
—will say, . We must have a forced contribu- 
tion,’ and that cont®ibution may bea contribu- 
tion from ihcome or a contribution from capital. 
lt may be that the contribution will not be at 
5 per cent., not 4 per cent., nor 3 per cent., nor 
any per cént. at all. It may be that we shall 
be forced to give, and not to lend. All that 
we are asking now is that the people shall not 
give, but lend, and lend at a very fine rate of 
interest, with absolute, certain security.” 

_As time is pressing, might I suggest that a 
series of meetings be called in the principal 
Irish centres, so as to focus public attention 
upon this most important matter? Five out of 
the nine banks whose reports have recently ap- 
peared show deposits amounting to close on 
£53,000,000, while the Post Office Savings Bank 
returns beat all previous records. The question 
is, What is being done to get into touch with 
these depositors? Circulars are of little use. 
The formation of strong and influential local 
committees and direct personal canvass would 
prove much more effective. Surely, there is in 
Ireland an organisation prepared to put for- 
ward some serious and scientific effort to tap 
this stagnant money Mia the 16th oí 
February? 

If the war is to be won, “silver bullets" are 
essential, and those who, for various reasons, 
cannot fight ought te be prepared to pay.—

Srra,—The dictum, “ I don’t want to have my 
capital jocked up,” is, undoubtedly, having & 
great vogue. ‘There are cases, of course, in 
which the phrase could be used with justice, 
but it is certainly inapplicable to the new 
War Loans. Money may be locked up when is 
is invested in a security which is dificult # 
realise or (what really amounts to the sam® 
thing) is only realisable at a loss. The terms sí 
issue of the present War Loans, however, pr 
vide for a fund to be used to keep up ths 
value of the stock by purchase on the market, 
so that, even without the likelihood of an early 
reduction in the value of money and the con- 
sequent appreciation of investments, there is 
definite security that the War Loan will not 
fall below. its issue price by more than a 
nominal fraction. Money is certainly prot 
‘“‘ locked up ” when it can be sold, as the War 
Loan will be at any time, probably at a prot, 
and certainly at no more than a trifling less, 
againat which, moreover, must be se# the exsel- 
lent rate of interest that has been enjoyed. 

There are very many potential investors eho 
do not know that Government Stocks may be 
sold through a broker, and a cheque recerved 
fer the proceeds within a couple of days #@t a 
brokerage charge of only 2s. 6d. per £100. 
There are many, too, who do not know that 
the War Loan will be readily “ lent agairet ” 
by bankers; and there are many who do not 
know that sales of stock purchased through 
the Post Office can be effected almost as 
quickly as through a broker, and at an equally 
small cost. 

The man who hesitates to ask his banker to 
lend him the means to subscribe is on better 
ground than he who fears to lock up his money, 
fos, even if he does not know who Shylock 
was, he has been taught to eschew borrow- 
ing. But here, again, the objection is an 
unthinking one, The danger of borrowing is 
inability to pay back. A man cannot pay his 
tailor by returning his worn-out suit, but he 
can repay his banker by selling the War Loan 
in which he has invested the borrowed money. 
There is a vital difference here which is apt

Sin,—Buggestiona have been made of fining 
farmers from £5 to £10 per acre for land which 
should have keen, but has not been, cultivated 
by March 25th. The abnormal weather will, | 
fear, lead te a lot of heavy fining without 
- | helpuig the cause very much. I would, there- 
fore, like to make the following suggestions, 
as Í believe that they would be of use in in: 
creasing the tillage area. First, let the date 
from which fines would be imposed be changed 
from March 25th to March 17th. «Secondly, let 
the fine for land untilled between these two 
dates only amount to, say, £2 per acre. The 
result would be a large yield in most counties 
from finee—a yield which could safely be eati- 
mated beforehand as amounting to the cost of 
one Ár more tractor engines. The County 
Counciis could, therefore, in most cases at 
once purchase one or more: tracter engines and 
engage competent men to work them. 

Lasily, | suggest that those who have been 
fined at the rate of £2 per statute acre should 
have the choice of shat being fined more 
heavily or of getting their land ploughed for 
them by the authorities, This seems fair, for 
under normal conditions it does not cost half 
that amount to plough one statute acre, and, 
unless [ am mistaken, it would not cost the 
aut@prities as much te plough one acre. I 
have referred to the county authorities, but a 
hetter way would be for co-operative societies 
to purchase tractor engines and for them to 
be paid by the county autheritws, at the rate 
suggested, out of the proceeds of fines.~-Yours, 
etc., A. J. Cnrcwron:
